A SUMMER luncheon may consist 

of a salad and a dessert with cake. 
The salad suggested is an especially 
delicious one: 

Cold Consomme. 
Chicken Salad Mayonnaise 
Prone Soufile. Lady Fingera. 
Tea 


Chicken Salad. 

Cold roast or bolled chicken, two let- 
tuces, a little endive, one cucumber, a 
few slices boiled beetroot and salad 
dressing. Trim neatly the chicken, 
cutting into uniform dice pieces. 
Wash, dry and slice the lettuces with 
a allver knife, place in the middle of a 
dish, put the pleces of fowl on top and 
pour the salad dressing. over them. 
Garnish the edge with bard boiled eggs 
cut in rings, slice cucumber and boiled 
beetroot, first cut in slices, then in 
strips or straws. This salad should be 
kept in a cold place until wanted at 
table. Sufficient for four or five, 


Salad Dressing. 

One teaspoonful of mixed mustard, 
one teaspoonful of powdered sugar, 
two tablespoonfuls of salad oll, four 
tablespoonfuls of milk, two tablespoon- 
fuls of vinegar, cayenne and salt to 
taste. Put the mixed mustard into a 
salad bow! with the sugar, add the oll 
drop by drop and carefully mix them 
well together. Proceed in this manner 
with the milk and vinegar, which must 
be boiled very gradually or the sauce 
will curdle, Put in the seasoning. 
This dressing is delicious if properly 
made and ingredienta added very 
gradually, and it cannot be stirred too 
much.
